Mr. Sturlin may testify concerning the 
criticality of Snake Valley groundwater to the establishment, development, and the 
future of EskDale Community. 
 
3.  Thomas Myers, Ph.D., Hydrologist.  Mr. Myers may testify concerning the specific 
impacts of groundwater level reduction on EskDale Center wells, and on the predicted 
general drawdown and recovery in the EskDale area from long-term pumping during the 
proposed action.
